Wilmington listed within the top 50 safest: 
Top 137 safest communities in Massachusetts ranked 


Massachusetts keeps crime low — beating 
national rates for both property and violent 
crime. In fact, Massachusetts’s property crime 
rate of 13.98 per 1,000 people is one of the lowest 
in the country (and it’s half the national rate of 
27.11). But the safest cities do even better — 90 
percent reported 10 or fewer property crimes per 
1,000. 

The Bay State does a good job of limiting violent 
crime, as well. The state comes in at 3.53 violent 
crimes per 1,000 people, and the national rate is 
4.49. With numbers like that, it’s no surprise to 
find that Massachusetts residents have less expe- 
rience with violent crime. 

According to safewise.com’s State of Safety 
study, nine percent of Massachusetts respondents 
personally experienced violent crime in the past 
year, which is 10 percent below the national aver- 
age of 10 percent.

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second consecutive year. 

e 95 percent had 12 or fewer total violent crimes 
reported, and 85 percent had 10 or fewer.

crime per 1,000. 

Overall, Massachusetts is pretty close to nation- 
al trends and averages for safety concerns — 
most responses are within four percentage points 
of the national averages reported on the State of 
Safety report.

In May 1969, residents cel- 
ebrated the opening of its 
new “Memorial” library on 
Middlesex Avenue dedicat- 
ing it in memory of the four 
Wilmington veterans who 
diéd in the Vietnam War. 
The library had been previ- 
ously located at Old Center 
School House, now the 4th of 
Jé&ly building, where it was 
for almost 80 years. 

When the library opened in 
1969 until the late 80s, serv- 
ice-was basically transac- 
tional in nature by answer- 
ing information questions 
and loaning print and some 
honprint materials. In 1987, 
when Wilmington Memorial 
Library (WML) joined the 
Merrimack Valley Library 
Consortium, a computerized 
network of area libraries, 
the impact of technology 
began to be felt as it became 
an integral part of the 
library infrastructure and 
Service delivery.

In addition, there was a 
shift in how libraries were 
responding to the changing 
needs of the community by 
becoming less about storage 
space and more about com- 
munity space. As the con- 


_ Straints of the 15,000 square 


foot library facility were 
becoming factors in meeting 
changing needs and provid- 
ing optimum service, a 
study was undertaken in 
1998 to explore expanding or 
building a new facility. 

After plans to build. a new 
library were defeated in 2002 
and again in 2005, the Li- 
brary Director and staff 
undertook a “makeover” re- 
sulting in a fresh and user 
friendly appearance. Al- 
though the building con- 
straints are still challeng- 
ing, the variety of programs, 
new initiatives and technolo- 
gy based services have re- 
ceived positive feedback 
from patrons. 

It should be noted that the 
Town’s Facility Master Plan, 
completed in 2018, again con-

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Late 1800s: Farmers and 
Mechanics Fair was the 
social event of the year

the Farmers and Mechan- 
ics Club of Wilmington was 
falling apart in 1890. In spite 
of its annual fair, which 
most people loved, there was 
a loss of enthusiasm. 

The organization, part of a 
national group, had formed 
in Wilmington in 1875. With 
H, ‘Allen Sheldon as presi- 
dent, the F&M put together 
a stellar celebration of Wil- 
mington’s 150th anniversary 
in 1880. Deacon Sheldon, as 
he was known, served as 
president for many years. 
By. the late 1880s, though, 
the-clock needed winding, so 
to’speak. 

In 1891, the club breathed 
néw? life with a new member 
of the board. Mrs. Dr. France 
Hiller brought with her a 
$500 donation, along with a 
promise to cover any deficit. 
All of a sudden, the club and 
the’ fair sparked to life. Mrs. 
Hiller had long been a partic- 
ipant in the fair, and won the 
art exhibition in 1879. 

A newspaper report on the 
fair shows the degree of suc- 
cess brought about by her 
donation. 

“Among the comparatively 
few.etowns in the county 
which maintain the Farmer’s 
and Mechanics Club with 
much of the old-time energy 
afid“enthusiasm, Wilmington 
must be ranked as one of the 


most prominent.” 

In 1894, Deacon Sheldon 
again took the helm, and the 
club had a few more good 
years. 

The fair was -the major 
social event of the year for 
Wilmington. There would be 
“flying horses” (a carousel) 
and a great many vendors of 
peanuts, bananas, panaceas, 
fried chips and Yankee no- 
tions. The normally-quiet 
town would be lively with the 
vendors calling out their 
wares. 

The setting for the fair 
would be the town hall and 
the Congregational Church. 
The carriage sheds behind 
the church housed the animal 
exhibits, swine, sheep, chick- 
ens and horses. In the town 
hall, there were exhibitions 
of vegetables, fruit, flowers 
and grains. There would be 
many exhibits of home arts, 
woven work, needlework, 
drawings and wooden crafts. 

One competition that al- 
ways drew interest was 
ploughing. The field where 
St. Thomas Church now 
stands was the setting for 
that for many years. It was 
also set at the Swain School 
site as well as the field at 
Federal Street and. Middle- 
sex Avenue. The contest was 
often won by William Henry 
Carter 2nd, who had a farm 


- on Shawsheen Avenue. One 


man who was determined to 


win was Mr. Spaulding, su- 
perintendent of the town 
poor farm. He bought Car- 
ter’s team of horses, but Car- 
ter won again, with a new 
team. 

Carter, who was known as 
Bill Hen 2, said the way he 
won the contests was the 
same way he plowed his 
fields — take it easy, do a 
good job and never swear at 
the horses. 

The Farmer’s and Mechan- 
ics Club undertook projects to 
improve the town. One year, 
they planted several shade 
trees in front of the Congre- 
gational Church. A couple of 
those trees lived to be 75 
years old. 

In the late 1890s; the club 
replaced the town flagpole. 
The following account ap- 
pears in a newspaper clip- 
ping in the Wilmington 
Scrapbook. 

The staff was blown down 
about two years ago in a 
severe thunderstorm. At the 


‘Town Meeting in March, it 


was voted to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of one hun- 
dred dollars to erect a flag- 
staff in place of the one that 
was destroyed. A committee 
of five were appointed to take 
the matter in charge. Mr. 
Sylvester Carter offered to 
present to the town any tree 
in his lot that should be con- 
sidered suitable for the mast. 
Mr. John T. Wild offered the 


Union Ice Company’s saws to 
draw the tree to the ground. 
Mr. George T. Eames offered 
to cut down the tree and Mr. 
Otis Gowing very kindly of- 
fered to furnish liquid re- 
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freshment (cider) for this 
hurculean task, and if my 
memory serves me correctly, 
Mr. Arthur W. Eames offered 
to help drink the cider. The 
committee selected a tree

from a lot owned by Mr. Wil- 
liam Gowing, who very gen- 
erously presented it to the 
town, and once again, “Old 
Glory” floats in the free 
winds of Heaven.

he avid gardener and 
foodie always looks 
forward to the end of 
August, also known as 
the beginning of the 
bountiful fall harvest. Sum- 
mer tomatoes are one of the 
first and most popular of the 
summer/fall produce season. 

Tomatoes are one of the easi- 
est summer vegetables to 
grow. They do well in large, 
sunny vegetable gardens of the 
experienced and serious gar- 
dener, as well as in a pot on 
your patio, for the gardening 
novice. 

There are three basic sized 
tomatoes: standard (large), 
plum (medium), and cherry 
(small, bite size). There are 
also three variety types. 

Most varieties are Indeter- 
minate. This variety has vines 


and continues to produce new- 


shoots and flowers after fruit 
production has begun. Be- 
cause this plant continues to 
grow for an extended period of 
time, they need to be staked or 
grown on a trellis. 

Heirloom is the name of old 
fashioned varieties that have 
been around for decades. All 
seeds are open pollinated and 
grow true to their type of seed. 

Hybrid varieties are seeds 
that have been developed 
through international crossing 
of varieties. Seeds from these 
fruits will not produce the 
same fruit as the mother plant. 

Both Heirloom and Hybrid 


varieties come in an array of 


colors and flavors, assuring 
you can find the tomato that is 
just right for you. 


Popular Heirloom varieties 
are: 

Aussie - this huge, red fruit 
has’a blend of acid and sugar 
flavor, giving it that old fash- 
ioned, traditional taste. 

Green Zebra - which is green 
and yellow striped, has a 
sweet, tangy flavor. 

Brandywine - this large, deep 
pink tomato has rich, classic 
heirloom taste. 

Mr. Stripy - red and yellow 
stripes give this bi-colored to- 
mato a unique look and sweet, 
fruity flavor. 

Italian Heirloom - a full fla- 
vored classic, red tomato with 
a unique heart shape. 

Chery Roma - the most popu- 
lar plum tomato, has a sweet 


and spicy flavor. 


Black Cherry - small and 
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dark with a sweet, complex 
flavor. 


Some of the most well known 
Hybrid varieties are: 

Big Beef - this all American, 
large, red favorite gives an im- 
pressive yield and classic 
tomato flavor. 

Super Sweet 100 - a cherry 
sized hybrid that is bright red 
in color, full of sweet flavor, 
and offers production of 100 
tomatoes per stem. 

Sun Gold - intense fruit fla- 
vor in a small, yellow pack- 
age. 

San Marzano - low in juice 
and high in flavor makes this 
classic Italian, plum tomato 
the standard for making paste. 

To answer the age old ques- 
tion “Is a tomato a fruit or veg- 
etable?” the answer is both! 

Botanically speaking, a to- 
mato is a fruit, as it has a 
ripened flower ovary and con- 
tains seeds. The same can be 
said for other produce, such as 
zucchinis, pumpkins and green 
beans, but somehow contro- 
versy only circles around the 
title of the tomato. 

Nutritionally, the term fruit 
is used to describe sweet, 
fleshy botanical fruits that are 
high in fructose, and generally 
served as snacks or desserts. 

Vegetable refers to a wide 
variety of plant life that is not 
high in fructose and is gener- 
ally served as part of a main 
dish or side dish. 

One could argue that a toma- 
to has more in common with 


spar 


like scitttat and green pep-— 
pers than fruits like cantaloupe 
and watermelon. So, nutrition- 
ally speaking, it is safe to refer 
to a tomato as a vegetable. 

Although tomatoes are al- 
most 95 percent water, they 
are still packed with nutrients. 
One tomato offers 1 gram of 
protein. They are also an ex- 
cellent source of vitamin C 
and A, which are essential 
components for healthy vision 
and immune function, as well 
as vitamin K- and potassium, 
which assists in blood clotting 
and can help reduce blood 
pressure, 

It is easy to add this deli- 
cious and versatile fruit/veg- 
etable to your everyday diet. 

For breakfast, tomatoes pair 
beautifully with eggs and ome- 
lets. For lunch, you can easily 
add a slice of fresh tomato to 
your favorite sandwich, as 
well as many types of salads. 
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Tomatoes also make a great: 
base for many soup recipes... ., 

For dinner, the possibilities. 
are endless, as tomatoes, pair, 
well with virtually every type 
of meat, fish, and other ree 
etables, 

If you enjoy a little spice. ‘in. 
your life (and your diet), there.

making salsa. Salsa is an easy; 
tomato addition to breakfast, 
toast or burritos. It makes. a 
great condiment for sandwich- 
es, hot dogs, burgers, and..of 
course, chips.

I have two personal favorite 
dishes for the summer tomato.

Tomatoes. This traditional, 
southern treat is easy to make, 
and is a great summer party 
food or fun side dish. You can 
use red tomatoes instead .of 
green (not yet ripe tomatoes}; 
but you must make sure the¥ 
are not over ripe, or they will 
turn out soggy instead of 
crisp. 

My other favorite dish<for 
fresh tomatoes is my mother’s! 
old recipe that our family’ 
calls Sonja’s Summer Salad’

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Tewksbury set to receive 


record funds for education, 
roads, ambulance and 
Livingston Street improvements

BOSTON — With increased 
state assistance for educa- 
tion, roads, and improve- 
ments to Livingston Street 
and the Tewksbury Fire De- 
partment, Governor Charlie 
Baker approved the FY20 
budget voted on and advo- 
cated for by Representatives 
David Robertson and Tram 
Nguyen, and Senator Barry 
Finegold. 

The House of Represen- 
tatives voted unanimously, 
and the Senate concurred 
with only one voting in oppo- 
sition, with Gov. Baker sign- 
ing eff on final approval 
with ri rejections. 

“IT always promised a local 
focus, to bring back state 
funding to the district where 
it's neaded most. That's why 
I am so pleased with this 
budget,” said Rep. Robert- 
son. “We increased local aid 
to local schools like Tewks- 
bury by about $270 million 
dollars, with Tewksbury Pub- 
lic Schools receiving $13.3 
million directly. This is a 
locally focused budget, yet 
focuses on some broader 
issues like continuing to 
fight the opioid epidemic and 
improving the. MBTA per- 
formance. We fought for bet- 
ter services right in our dis- 
trict, supporting our resi- 
dents, and investing in a bet- 
ter town. I think the delega- 


tion did excellent this budg- 
et, and will continue to be 
champions for local issues.” 


Local budget amendments | 


for Tewksbury, championed 
by the delegation, included 
money to assist Tewksbury 
in purchasing an ambulance 
for complete town coverage, 
and for safety improvements 
to the Livingston Street rec- 
reational field sidewalks, 
parking lots, and pathways. 
The delegation was also suc- 
cessful in earmarking state 
funding to reimburse the 
town for emergency services 
rendered to the state hospi- 
tal population. Unrestricted 
general aid, which allows 
the town to spend on locally 
decided priorities also in- 
creased, with ‘Tewksbury 
receiving approximately $3 
million dollars in direct 
assistance from the state, as 
well as road repair assis- 
tance clocking in at $921,389. 

“I am proud to join my col- 
leagues in the State Leg- 
islature in voting for a care- 
fully negotiated budget with 
a focus on investments tow- 
ard improving funding for 
education, the environment, 
housing, and resources to 
combat the opioid epidemic 
in our communities.

If you are outdoors 
at any time and notice mos- 
quitoes around you, take 
steps to avoid being bitten 
by moving indoors, covering 
up and/or wearing repellent. 

* Clothing can help reduce 
mosquito bites: Although it 
may be difficult to do when 
it’s hot, wearing long sleeves, 
long pants and socks while 
outdoors will help keep mos- 
quitoes away from your skin. 

¢ Apply insect repellent 
when you go outdoors. Use a 
repellent with DEET, per- 
methrin, picaridin, 1R3535 
or oil of lemon eucalyptus 
according to the instructions 
on the product label. DEET 
products should not be used 
on infants under two months 
of age and should be used in 
concentrations of 30 percent 
or less on older children. Oil 
of lemon eucalyptus should 
not be used on children un- 
der three years of age.
